Upland Will Vote 
On $350,000 Water 





Bond Issue 


A $350,000 bond issue will be 
on the ballot in the April 
municipal elections, Upland 
City Council having voted 
unanimously in favor of the 
vote at a special session Tues- 
day afternoon. 

The issue is for general ob- 
ligation bonds which would be 
paid off over a 10-year period 
from city water department 
revenue, the councilmen were 
told by City Manager Elwin 
Alder. Thus the bond issue 
would not increase the proper- 
ty taxes. 

Councilman William Kisting- 
er questioned if water depart- 
ment receipts would be suffi- 
cient to pay off the bonds and. 
provide standard maintenance 
over the 10-year period. Mr. 
Alder gave assurance that the 
water revenue is adequate for 
this program. 

County Shares Cost 

Mr. Alder reported to the 
Council an. offer from the 
County Boatd of Supervisors 
to pay 50 per cent of the cost, 
not to exceed $500, of improv- 
ing the intersection of Benson 
Ave. and Foothill Bhd. As a 
cost estimate of $1,000 had 
been given for the work, the 
Council authorized the project 
for immediate attention. 

Mr. Alder also reported the 
State Division of -Highways 
concurs with the Council's 
findings that the Euclid Ave. 
on-ramps to San Bernardino 
Freeway are too short and 
hazardous. He reported re- 
ceipt of a letter from the Divi- 
sion of Highways indicating 
that a study of the Euclid 
and Central Ave. on-ramps 
has been under way with
